lis very difficult to explain in an email everything that transpired during the Govemor's announcement for V.P. I 
got a call at 6:00 am from the D.C. office that the Govemor's Office website might be down due to the 
announcement on C.N.N. I got to the office shortly after 7:00 and the server appeared to be stable but, the pages 
were (oading stowty. I called Enterprise Technology Services to request that GCI open up all the band width for 
us. They did and I then called other staff at ETS to see if we could put up an altemate page to take some of the 
load off of the server. Our server was getting hit so hard we couldn't even get to it oursetves. About 1 5 IT staff 
came over from ETS, Brian Duncan our contractor, Peter Torketeon, Eric a contractor came over from 
Wbstmann. We sent guys back over to ETS to build servers 3 of them, Peter then worked to convert the 
Govemor's bio from PHP code to plain HTML text because it was causing problems hcw it handled the hits. So 
we knew people were just wanting to know about the Governor. So we got that going and moved over to 3 new 
servers over at ETS but that took the load off our servers so we could bump up connections. Peter had to reuikl 
his PHP code back to HTML which made many of the links broken. While the servers over at ETS where 
publishing the Govemor's bio we built another server in our office that would take the hits before the Govemor's 
web server so that it would cache the pages which means it woukln't hit our server everytime it could grab what 
was in memory. We worked on that unttl 1 1 :00 that night We then came back the next day and redlrected the 
www.gov.state.ak.us back to our server and have been monitoring it to see if it can handle the load which we 
think will get hit even harder come Tuesday moming. Peter will continue to work on the site to convert all the 
PHP code back to HTML so that all links will work. Remember when Florida servers had a melt down because of 
the Election we had the same for the State of Alaska with the announcement Many departments said there 
pages also got hit harder. This was big news and most servers aren't built to handle that kind of volume. We did 
everything we could to get it back as fast as we possible could. III make some calls tonight to fix that link or see if 
we can even post it on the page so that we dont even have even have it like that anymore.
